Sir: 


In my previous letter on the subject of the persons, employees of the mint, to take part in 
the luncheons my reference was not to the Cashier, Bookkeeper and Chief Clerk or heads of 
departments, nor to any of the employees who take part in the actual work of the Commission, 
but to other employees. My idea was that these gentlemen should be asked, and only those asked 
admitted. 


Whatever you may deem the proper entertainment for luncheon will meet with my 
approval. 


It seems to me that this entertainment matter is really objectionable, as indeed it has 
occurred to members of previous Commissions, especially on the grounds that your mint is under 
examination the same as the other mints, and that it is therefore not proper to make an occasion 
of hospitality out of it. 


The continuity of the work is the real and only reason for luncheons at all. The dinner, I 
think, might another year be given up — as liable to be questioned on the grounds of propriety. 


After what has been said I leave it to your sense of propriety to do as you please with 
regard to the luncheon. I do not consider this my affair.
